I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  City  and  the  vs/ork  carried 
out  in  the  Health  Department  for  the  year  1941, 

I have  received  instructions  from  the  Ministry  of  Health 
(Circulars  2314,  2067  and  2604)  in  which  it  is  stated  that  in 
view  of  the  increasing  pressure  of  v;ork  in  the  Public  Health 
Department  of  local  authorities  and  the  need  for  strict  economy 
in  the  use  of  paper  the  Minister  considers  that  Interim  Reports 
should  be  made  for  the  year  1941  and  confined  to  essential  and 
urgent  matters  which  have  affected  the  Public  Health  during  the 
year,  especially  in  matters  arising  from  or  connected  v/ith  the 
war,  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases,  and  measures  for  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare,  together  with  any  exceptional  administrative 
measures  taken  or  re coriimer.de d by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

The  Ministry  also  require  that  suitable  arrangements  should 
be  made  for  the  careful  preservation  of  all  records  and  statistics 
usually  supplied,  as  after  the  termination  of  the  war  a report 
will  be  required  dealing  more  fully  with  the  subjects  concerned.

Glinics  and  Treatment  Centres.  A Clinic  is  situated 
at  ChapeXirti^eVt“-“urido  *thc"  contiTol  of  the  West  Sussex 
County  Council.  At  it  are  also  held  minor  aalment, 
tuberculosis,  ophthalmic,  ear,  nose  A throat,  orthopaedic, 
ante-natal  and  child  welfare  sessions. 

Venereal -Disoasos  - cases  are  treated  at  the  Skin 
Department  of -the  Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital,  the 
y/orthing  -Hospital,  and  at  the  Royal  Portsmouth  Hospital, 
This  work  is  controlled  by  the  Vifest  Sussex  County  Council, 
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HOSPITALS 


(e)  Voluntary  Hospitals  ^ The  Royal  West  Sussex  Hospital, 
with  114  beds,  a general  hospital  with  liiedical,  surgical 
and  children's  wards. 

FuWc  Hospitals  - St.  Richard's  Hospital,  with  578  beds. 

The  Mental  Hospital,  - 1,030  beds,  plus  300  E.M.S.  beds. 

The  Isolation  Hospital,  with  23  beds.  There  ‘are 
separate  blocks  for  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria,  together 
with  a iiiodern  cell  block.  It  is  supported  wholly  by  the 
City  Council,  but  adiiiits  patients  fron  other  areas  by 
agreement . 

Oaklands  Park  House  was  converted  into  an  Infectious 
Disease  Hospital  containing  38  beds  and  run  as  an  annexe  to 
the  City  Isolation  Hospital.  24  case  of  scarlet  fever  from 
Chelsea  Day  Nursery,  Petworth,  wore  admitted  during  the  year. 

Smallpoi:  ~ arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  West 
Sussex  County  Council  to  treat  all  cases  of  smallpox  which 
occur  in  tne  district,  and  which  would  be  removed  to  the 
Brighton  Borough  Hospital  at  Pulking. 

Tuberculosis  ~ 9 cases  of  tuberculosis  wore  admitted 
to  the  West  Sussex  County  Sanatorium  at  Aldingbourne  House 
during  the  year,  1 case  to  Borough  of  Worthing  Isolation 
Hospital,  and  1 case  to  Southlands  Hospital,  Shoroharii. 

Maternity  - there  is  no  Maternity  Hospital  in  the  City 
but  cases  of  difficult  labour  and  post-natal  complications 
are  admitted  to  the  Royal  West  Sussex  Hospital. 


SECTION  C.  - SANITARY  CIRCTOISTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  (1)  Walter  - 52  samples  of  water  wore  taken  by  the  Sanitary 

Inspector  during  the  year  for  bacteriological  examination  by 
Dr,  5.  Allinson  Woodhead,  P.I.C.,  and  organisms  of  the  Coli  group 
gave  negative  results  in  100  ml. 

2 saraples  wore  taken  for  chemical  analysis  which  showed  the 
total  hardness  of  the  water  was  19,4  14.5  grains  per  gallon  and 

(after  boiling)  was  3.3  2.2  grains  per  gallon.  The  result 
01  these  examinations  shows  tho  water  to  bo  both  chemically  and 
bactoriologically  satisfactory  and  perfectly  safe  for  drinking 
purposes,  ^ 

-^ll  workmen  engaged  in  tho  Water  Department  arc  submitted  to 
a blood  test  for  enteric  fever  before  they  are  engaged. 

There  is  a storage  reservoir  at  Lavant  of  2,000,000  gallons 
capacity,  but  the  supply  to  tho  City  in  the  day-timo  is  direct  from 
tho  well,  115  feet  deep,  at  Fishbournc  about  ij  miles  from  tho  City.

SECTION  E.  - INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  til  Ik  Supply.  Tho  quality  of  tho  milk  in  tho  City  is  fairly 
satisfactory. 
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Throo  liconcos  havo  boon  (jrantod  to  the  Chichester  Dairies 
Ltd.  during  the  year  for  the  sale  of  accroditcd  and  tuberculin 
tested  milk.  Also  one  licence  has  been  granted  to  the  same 
firm  for  pasteurising  milk  but  nene  is  on  sale  as  such  in  the 
City.  Licences  for  the  sale  of  accredited  milk  have  been  granted 
to  Woodcoto  Dairy,  Woolgar  & Sons  and  to  the  Portsoa  Island  Mutual 
Co-operative  Society. 

(b)  Meat . The  Sanitary  Inspector  is  the  officer  appointed  under 
the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations  1924.  Ho  regularly  visits 
all  slaughterhouses  at  the  time  of  slaughter  or  on  completion, 
and  personally  inspects  all  animals  and  carcases. 

The  Butchers’  shops  and  vehicles  arc  kept  under  observation 
end  are  satisfactory. 

The  report  on  the  inspection  of  meat  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
is  contained  in  his  report  attached. 

As  part  of  the  war-time  arrangements  for  the  distribution  of 
moat,  slaughtering  for  not  only  the  City  but  the  adjacent  areas 
has  boon  concentrated  into  the  City  of  Chichester.  There  wore  no 
slaughterhouses  really  sufficient  for  the  greatly  increased  v;ork. 

Of  the  throo  available,  one  was  of  very  high  quality  but  small, 
another  was  put  into  a more  efficient  condition  but  still  had 
certain  defects,  while  the  third  used  for  the  killing  of  sheep  and 
calves  v/as  totally  inadequate.  It  gave  rise  during  the  surimior  to 
nuisances  and  complaints  and  it  became  apparent  that  the  overcrowding 
and  the  inadequate  facilities  were  too  severe  even  under  present 
conditions.  Thanks  to  the  co-operation  of  the  various  officers 
and  Ministries  concerned  it  v;as  possible  to  carry  out  certain 
structural  alterations  and  re-arrangement  of  v/ork  which  havo 
resulted  in  a substantial  improvement. 


Other  Foods  - Generally  speaking  the  condition  of  the  bakehouses 
and"  other  l^romiscs  whore  food  is  manufactured  or  stored  in  the  City 
may  be  said  to  bo  satisfactory, 

(c)  Adulteration  - Sale  of  Food  and  Drupes  Act:  The  work  under

SECTION  P.  - PREVALENCE  OP,  AiTD  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


2 , Infectious  Diseases  Gonora 

During  the  year  the  separation  oi  the  Inioctious  Di so as os 
Hospital  from  the  work  of  the  rest  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
became  virtually  complete.  By  a resolution  adopted  at  the  end  of 
1941  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  allowed,  only  to  attend  sub- 
committee meetings  relating  to  the  Hospital  and  to  make  rccornmondations 
on  the  adequacy  of  its  accomraodation  o.ftcr  consultation  with  tho 
Medical  Superintendent, 

There  was  no  abnormal  prevalence  of  notifiable  infectious 
disease  during  tho  year.  Infectious  hepatitis  (catarrhal  jaundice) 
has  been  endemic  for  some  time  and  appeared  in  smo.ll  localised 
outbreaks.  Scabies  is  still  troublesome  and  at  the  end  of  the  year 
a scheme  was  under  consideration  with  the  County  Medical  Officer  for 
its  more  energetic  treatment  in  the  light  of  tho  Scabies  Order,  1941, 
Tho  follov/ing  table  shows  tho  incidence  of  notifiable  diseases, 
tho  only  point  of  interest  being  tho  apparently  very  high  mortality 
from  pnouinonia.  The  figure  recorded  would  have  been  high  at  any 
time  and  in  tho  light  of  tho  remarkable  improvement  in  troatnmnt 
since  tho  introduction  of  a specific  drug  ( sulphapyridinc ) it^sooms 
quite  o.stonishing , The  figure  was  probably  to  bo  accounted  for 
only  by  incomplete  notification  of  all  cases

Tho  practicG  of  routine  fumigation  and  rodecoration  of  rooms  is 
now  no  longer  regarded  as  essential  in  most  cases  and  has  not  been 
applied  as  thoroughly  as  before.
